BAK never got along well with this brother, who is a 
pianist and was formerly a concert pianist, and has a typical 
artistic temperament, which BAK never understood. BUJKCVSKi 
said he la not aware that BAK has any other relatives In chat 
countir/. He stated BAK's wife divorced him in France and she 
still lives in Prance and has remarried. It was 3UJKCv'BKZ*s 
belief that BAK was deeply hurt by the dlvor-ce, and he dc -rbr- ?
